Enclosed is Form 144 9 citing documents cited in the search 
report (copy enclosed) of the European Patent Office. The 
undersigned certifies that the documents of the European search 
report were forwarded to him by the European associate by letter 
dated February 22, 2005, following receipt of the European 
search report on December 13, 2004, by the European associate. 

The listed German document DE-35 43 641-A1 is the 
publication of a German patent application and was published on 
June 1 9, 1 987. No English language equivalent of the German 
document is known. 

However, the drawings of the DE-35 43 641-A1 are believed 
to be sufficient for understanding the disclosure of this 
document. For example, the drawings show an engine block 10, a 
cylinder head 12, and a cylinder head gasket 14. This gasket 14 
has a sheet metal layer 14a with a coolant passage opening to 
which a flow conducting element 16 is joined. As indicated by 
arrows in Figures 1, 2, 3A, and 4 of the German document, a flow 
of coolant flows against the cylinder head gasket in a direction 
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perpendicular to the plane of the cylinder head gasket because 
this flow of coolant is directed against the cylinder head 
gasket by a bore-like channel 10a in the engine block and a 
bore -like channel 12a in the cylinder head, respectively. As a 
result, it is only the pressure difference in the coolant system 
between the two sides of the cylinder head gasket which drives 
the coolant through the coolant passage opening and the flow 
conducting element 16 of the cylinder head gasket. 

US Patent 5 000 464 also listed on the IDS shows a system 
very similar to that of DE-35 43 641-A1. 

US Patent 3 765 385 is not believed to be as pertinent as 
the other listed documents. 

Applicants petition and request that the examiner consider 
the listed documents and make them of record.
